Only recently a “mutual con- 
sultation and assistance, pact’? was 
signed with General Franco’s gov- 
ernment. Some 18,000 Portu- 
guese have fought for General 
Franco and Portugal’s Prime Min- 
ister, Dr, Oliveiro Salazar, fa- 
voured the Spanish revolution as 
long as the fighting was directed 
against the Communists.

Is -it not 
possible that reverence—reverence 
for our country and ifs traditions, 
reverence for all that is best in 
Britain and, above all reverence 
for God—were lacking in our mo- 
dern outlook? It is a plain fact 
that unless a country bases its 
life on religious faith it cahnot 
endure. And, to-day it is evident 
to every one of us that we are 
engaged not solely in a fight for 
democracy, but over and above 
that in a crusade for the mainten- 
ance of those religious principles 
which we were taught as children 
by our mothers.”

“As we ran out the hoses 1 
heard a scream of bomb.

PEOPLE LEFT their shelters to help evacuate 
a South-East London hospital hit by a bomb during 
a night air raid. The evacuation was completed in 


twenty-five minutes. 


The volunteers — many of them women — help- 
ed to carry the patients from a ward near the bomb 
crater. ‘It was pretty hot at the time,” a hospital 


official said. 
could be heard all round. 


“The work of the staff had been 
so well rehearsed,” he added, 
“that it was not necessary to give 
orders. Everything went like 
clockwork.” 


Down Fire Escape 


The bomb dropped in the main 
staircase, which was shattered, 
and patients im wards nearby —— 
none of whom was injured ~- 
were carried down the fire escapes. 

There was only one casualty, a 
doctor, who was trapped in a small 
room at the top of the building. 
A firemen brought him down a 
fadder, and an operation was per- 
formed. His condition is satisfac- 
tory. 

About half the patients in the 
hospital were air-rald victims. 
The hospital carried on bravely 

under difficulties. A fire, which was 
quickly put out, had been caused 
by the bomb, and the main sup- 
plies of gas and water were cut 
off. There was a limited emer- 


gency supply of water, and coal 
fires were lit for heat. 

This hospital was one of three 
which were bombed in .London 
during the night. 


Brave Boys 


A bomb also damaged the in- 
patients’ department of'a Wes’ 
London hospital. : 

In the hospital annexe were 
forty patients and the stafl. Most 
of the patients were in wards on 
the ground floor. 

A nurse sald that the bomb 
shattered the front of the bulld- 
ing, but no one was hurt. “Two 
nine-year-old boys among the 
patients behaved wonderfully,” 
she sald. 

Patients fit enough to be moved 
were sent home, and the. more 
serious cases were removed to 
other hospitals. 

At the third hospital an oil 
bomb fell on a building used as ‘8 
kitchen and mess-room. The hos- 
pital A.R.P. squad dealt with it 
quickly and no great damage was 
caused. A maternity home near- 
by was untouched..

SHELTER 
KILLS 14 


People who had come 
from as far away as Tot- 
tenham, N., and the East 
End to what they con- 
sidered the safety of an 
underground shelter in a 
western suburb of Lon- 
don, were killed and in- 
jured when the shelter 
received a direct hit by a 
bomb. 


Twenty-four people were 
trapped In one of the fiwe Cor- 
ridorsa of the shelter. Fourteen 
persons, including several chil- 
dren, were killed. 

Fifteen hours after the bomb 
fell rescue squads were still dig- 
ging, It was thought that one or 
two bodies might still be under 
the wreckage. 

The shelter is ina big park, and 
a few yards from a main road. 
Four hombs straddled the road, 
one bomb fell half a mile from 
the park, one hit a corner of the 
shelter, and the other two fell in 
the park some distance from the 
shelter.

Nor had she given 
it up because she had not been 
successful. On the contrary she 
had enjoyed it, had liked the 
mounting salary, and was can- 
sidered, so } hear, an extremely 
able worker. But after thorough 
consideration and investigation 
she resigned to train for teaching. 


It us so oftem the other way— 
teachers leaving to go imto sumrt- 
thing else---that this deliberate 
choosing of a career In education 
is a refreshing change, writes M. 
Taylor in the “Christian Science 
Monitor." 


What are some of the good 


things that will come her way in, 


her newly-chosen career? First, 
one thinks of the joy of working 
with young people and children. 
To one who “belongs” there is no 
deeper satisfaction ‘than _ this. 
Children an@ young people 
are so straight-from-the~shoulder, 
They demand sincerity, honesty of 
purpose; they hate sham. They so 
believe in triendship, and flower 
so satisfyingly under right con- 
ditions. These qualities are a con- 
stant challenge to all that is high 
and ‘constructive and fine in one 
who works with them. If one 
approuches one’s work with -humi- 
lity—and having charge of chil- 


dren carries with it so much pow+. 


er that one can approach it 
only with humility—one is the 
better man or woman for the ex- 
_ perience of meeting the -high de- 
_ mands of children and young 


people.

These requirements are: physi~ 
cal vitality, mental vigour, moral 
discrimination, wholesome per- 
sonality, helpfulness. knowledge, 
feadersh¢p. Mn the form of a pledg?, 
these are some of the purposes 
that inembers of the F.T.A. set up 
for themselves: 


“I will study daily to keep my 
mind active and alert: I will seek 
to knaw the right and to live 'by 
it; I wi] cultivate in myself good- 
wifl, friendliness, poise, upright 
bearing, and careful speech... 5 
1 will fill my mind with worthy 
thoughts by observing the beauti- 
ful world around me, by read- 
ing the best books, and by asso- 
ciation with the .best companions, 
1 will.make my influence count on 
the side of right, avoiding habits 
that weaken and destroy. These 
thing: will I do now that 1 may 
be worthy the high office of 


teacher.” 


Yes, for the sake of children 
and youth, if not for our own 
sakes, the achieving of a fine 
and gocd habits of 
thought and action is essential, and 
therefore among the Dlessings of 
teaching. Another challenge. ac- 
cepted by any sincere educator, is 
actuathy to live dermocracy in or- 
der that it may ‘be ‘taught by ex- 
ample as well as precept. In other 
walks of life we might get along 
without accepting ‘this ‘challenge-— 
‘but in good teaching, never.

‘ture. Helping others to awaken to 
all this is in itself a spticeless pri- 
vilege.

summon a secretary and dictate 
it at once. 


One of his firm's products was a 
new armour-piercing projectile 
which he claimed to be ‘the best 
shell in the world.”

There are irrepressible 
optimists and wishful 


. thinkers in Britain and 


elsewhere who are confid- 
ent that Soviet Russia 
will sooner or later come 
into the war as an enemy 
of Germany and Italy. On 
the other hand, there are 
pessimists who persist in 
the belief that Stalin is 
doing all he can to help 
Hitler and Mussolini to es- 
cape defeat. Both schools 
of thought cling to their 
theories in spite of every 
pronouncement in Mos- 
cow reaffirming Russia’s 
determination to remain 
neutral. In a statement 
by the President of the 
Supreme Soviet on the 
23rd anniversary of the 
October Revolution, he 
emphatically declared 
that Russia would stay 
out of the war. But she 
could not be an indiffer- 
ent bystander. Soviet sub- 
jects were urged to 
strengthen the economic 
and military might of 
their country and strive 
to fortify it for “the strug- 
gle for Communism.” 
Since then it is obvious 
that Soviet policy caused 
Hitler to drop his Bulgar- 
jan adventure like a hot 
brick. 


Nevertheless, it can be 
said with some degree of 
accuracy that only one 
thing is certain in regard 
to Russia’s future policy; 
and that is its underlying 
principle of security. If 
Britain and the Axis pow- 
ers could fight each other 
to a standstill and be ut- 
terly exhausted by the 
struggle, the outcome 
would suit Soviet Russia 
admirably. The pro-

JHE British Foreign Secretary

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A.F.S. MEN DROVE their machines over a de- 
layed action bomb which lay in a small crater on 
their way to a fire in London’s dockland.

This is one of the many acts of heroism shown 
by London and provincial fire brigades and A.F.S.

Deafened by the roar of thelr 
pumps, which poured millions of 
gallons of water on the fires, the 
pump operators could not hear 
the whistling of the bombs 
which crashed all around them. 

They had not time to throw 
themselves to the ground. 


So the firemen arranged for 
some men to listen for the sound 
ot falling bombs. 

When these men fell flat every

But never once did these men 
let go of their hoses which lay in- 
ter-twined like snakes over thou- 
sands of square yards.

“As we drove through 
the dock gates the sight of the 
blaze made me: physically sick. 
“Then, above the din of the 

roaring tlames the sirens sounded. 
We know then that we had a job 
to do, 

“We were going to make the 
regular firemen proud of us. We

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know that the people of the East 
End were depending on us, 


Water ‘‘Shelter’’ 


“As weran out the hosés I 
heard a scream of a bomb. It 
crushed tifty yards away. We 
stood almost petrified waiting for 
the explosion. That few seconds 
seemed like an eternity. 

“Later we were switched over 
to another fire. We were told we 
could not go along a road as there 
was a delayed-action bomb in our 
path. But our officer asked us if 
we would go, and not a man re- 
fused. 

“We saw some of our collea- 
gues carried away dead and 
injured, but we carried on. For 
twelve hours we worked with- 
out even acup of tea or a bite 
to eat. 

“We were working in about 
two feet of water, and when we 
threw ourselves down to dodge 
the bornb blasts our heads were 
almost under water. 


“I marvelled at the courage of 


my fellow men. My biggest fear 
had beem that I should be a 
coward. But 1 surprised myself.”

, by the bomb, and the main sup- 
* plies of gas ‘and water were cut 
off. There was a limited emer- 
gency supply of water, and coal 
fires were lit for heat. 
This hospital was one of three 
which were bombed in London 
during the night. 


Brave Boys 


A bomb also damaged the in- 
patients’ department of a West 
London hospital. 

Im the hospital annexe were 
forty patients and the stafl. Most 
of the patients were in wards on 
the yround floor. 

A Mursee said that the bomb 
shattered the front of the builds 
ing. but no one was hurt. “Two 
nine-year-old boys among the 
patients behaved wonderfully.”” 
ste sald, 

Patients fit enough to be moved 
were sent home, und the more 
serious cases were removed to 
other hospitals. 

At the third hospital an oil 
bormmb fell on a building used as a 
kitchen and mess-room, The hos- 
pital A.R.P. squad dealt with it 
quickly and no great damage was 
cuused.

BOMB ON 
SHELTER 
KILLS 14 


People who had coie 
from as far away as Tot- 
tenham, N., and the East 
End to what they con- 
sidered the safety of an 
underground shelter in a 
western suburb of Lon- 
don, were killed and in- 
jured when the shelter 
received a direct hit by a 
bomb. 


Twenty-four people were 
trapped in one of the five cor- 
ridors of the shelter. Fourteen 
persons, including several chil- 
dren, were killed. 

Fifteen hours after the bomb 
fell rescue squads were still dig- 
ging. It was thought that one or 
two bodies might still be under 
the wreckage. 

The shelter is ina big park, and 
a few yards from a main road. 
Four sbombs “straddled the road, 
one Domb fell half a mile. from 
the park, one hit a corner’ of the 
shelter, and the other two fell in 
the park some distance from the 
shelter.

Profession 


HIE other day # young woman 
came to see me who had just 
given up a responsible position as 
secretary in a business firm, She 
had given it up--not because she 
did not like it. Nor had she given 
it up because she had mot been 
successful. On the contrary she 
had enjoyed it, had liked the 
mounting salary, and was con- 
sidered, so | lear, un extremely 
able worker, But after thorough 
consideration and = investigation 
“she resigned to train for teaching. 


it is so often the other way— 
teachers leaving to gu into some- 
thing else—that this deliberate 
choosing of a career in education 
is a refreshing change, writes M. 
Taylor in the “Christian Science 
Monitor.” 


What ure some of the 
things that will come her way’ In 
her newly-chosen career? First, 
one thinks of the joy of working 
with youne people and children, 
To one who “belongs” there {is no 
deeper satisfaction than this. 
Children and young people 

“are so straight-from-the—shoulder. 
They demand sincerity, honesty of 
purpose; they hate sham. They so 
believe in friendship, and flower 
so-satisfyingly under right con- 
ditions. These qualities are a con- 

_ stant challenge to all that is high 


good 


. and constructive and fine in one 


who works with them. If one 
approaches one's work with humi- 
lity—-and having charge of chil- 
dren carries with it so much pow- 
er that one can approach it 
only with humility—one is the 
better man or woman for the ex- 
eperience of meeting the high de- 
mands af children and 


peaple. 


The President of the National 
Education Association in an arti- 
cle in a recent number of the 

.E.A. Journal, quoted the list of 
requirements of a good teacher, 
as formulated py. ap organisation 
of students. ‘ 


young | 


These requirements are: -physi- 
cal vitaNty, mental vigour, moral 
discrimination, wholesome _ per- 
sonality, helpfulness, knowledge, 
leadership, In the form of a pledg?, 
these are some of the purposes 
that inembers of the F.T.A. set up 
for themselves: 


“TI will study daily to keep my 
mind active and alert; I will scel 
to know the right and to Live by 
it; I will cultivate in myself good- 
will, friendliness, poise, upright 
bear ing, and careful speech . 

I will fill my mind with worthy 
thoughts by observing the beauti- 
ful world around me, by read- 
ing the best books, and by asso- 
clation with the best companions; 
‘I wilh make my influence count on 
the side of right, avoiding habits 
that weaken and destroy. These 
thing: will I do now that 1 muy 
be ‘worthy the high offkce of 


teacher,”’ 


Yes, for the sake of children 
and youth, if not for our own 
sakes, the achieving, of a fine 
character and gocd habits of 
thought and action.is essential, and 
therefore arhong the plessings of 
teaching. Another challenge, ac- 
cepted by any sincere educator, Is 
actually to lve democracy in or- 
der that it may be taught by ex- 
ample as well.as precept. In other 
walks of life we:might get along 
without accepting thjs challenge-— 
but in good teaching, never. 


And yet another satisfaction 
that ‘belongs to geaching, is the 
oy of working with -books, with 
ideas, with an emphasis on cul- 
ture. Helping others ‘to awaken to 
all this-is in itself a priceless pri- 
vilege, 


If you have read°Mary Ellen 
Chase's ‘tA ‘Goodly Fellowship” 
you have already added to my in- 
complete list another deep satis- 
faction—and that is felhowship 
with the .grand people who are 
your co-workers, in your own 
school system and in'the protes- 
sion as a whole.

‘Yhere are “irrepressible 
optimists and wishful 
thinkers in Britain and 
elsewhere who are conifid- 
ent that Soviet Russia 
will sooner or later come 
into the war as an enemy 
of'Germany and Italy.

“Che foreign policy of this na- 
tion (of 7,000,000 whose colonial

Germany, Italy and Spain, has 
indicated that Portugal seeks the 
middle of the road.

Down Fire Escape 


The bomb dropped in the main 
steircase, which was shattered, 
ind patients in wards nearby -— 
none of whom was injured -- 
were carried down the fire escapes. 

There was only one casualty, a 
doctor, who was trapped in a small 
room at the top of the building 
A firemen brought him down a 
Jadder. and an operation was per- 
formed. His condition is satisfac- 
tory 


About half the patients in the 
hospital were alr-rald victims. 
The hospital carried on bravely 
under difficulties. A fire, which was 
quickly put out, had been caused 
by the bomb, and the main sup- 
phes of gas ‘and water were cut 
off. There was a limited emer- 
gency supply of water, und coal 
tives were lit for heat. 

This hospital was one of three 
which were bombed in London 
during the night. 


Brave Boys 


A bomb also damaged the in- 
pauients’ department of a West 
London hospital, 

In the hospital annexe were 
forty patients and the staff. Most 
«f the patients were in wards ‘on 
the ground floor. 

A curse said that the bomb 

* Shattered the front of the bulld- 
ing, but no one was hurt. “Two 
nine-year-old boys among the 
patients behaved wonderfully, 
she said. 

Patients fit enough to be moved 
were sent home, and the more 
serluus cases were removed to 
other hospitals.

People who had come 
from as far away as Tot- 
tenham, N., and the East.
